a brief for Brown,’’ and the excellent Sanborn biography, 
since the publication of which (1885) much valuable informa- 
tion has come to light. ‘‘The last chapter is a notable dis- 
cussion of the race question as it stands today in the light of 
John Brown’s sacrifice.’’—Nation, 49:305, 28 O 09) There 
is a portrait of John Brown, a chronology of his work, an 
annotated bibliography and an index.

Both text and illustrations show appreciation and an eye for 
the picturesque, but are occasionally at fault in matters of 
detail; e. g. the girl’s figure in the Haarlem tulip field wears 
the costume of Middleburg, Zeeland, and the seal on the cover 
is incorrectly colored. The appendix has an excellent little 
summary of Dutch history and an interesting series of pho- 
tographs of old Dutch silver.

The author has not availed himself of the 
latest scholarship with reference to the Spanish conquest, but 
his later history is sound, his descriptions of modern life and 
scenery picturesque, and he gives an exhaustive and instructive 
survey of natural resources and industrial conditions. The 
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book is illustrated by admirable photographs and has an an- 
notated bibliography, index and folding map. Covers modern 
conditions as thoroughly and is much less expensive than Mar- 
tin’s Mexico of the twentieth century (Booklist, 4:80, Mr 08). 
Winter’s Mexico and her people of today (Booklist, 4:87, 
Mr 08) is more popular in style and would prove an accept- 
able substitute on modern Mexico, but contains much less 
history.

Vigorous and authoritative essays on the strained relations 
between railroad corporations and managements and organ- 
ized labor, by the author of the Confessions of a railroad sig- 
nalman. The author has a double thesis, advocating publicity 
as to business methods as the duty of the corporation and its 
means of defense, and condemning the ‘‘schedule’’ insisted 
on by organized labor on the ground that it is subversive of 
discipline and divides responsibility, thus limiting the com- 
pany ’s power to give efficient service and endangering public 
safety.

A popular account of the development of the power of the 
Speaker, 1789 to 1909, with a preliminary chapter on the 
English and colonial prototype of this office and a timely, 
though incomplete discussion of the recent movement for re- 
form in the rules of the House. Omits all annotations and 
references, gives anecdotes and pen pictures of interesting 
scenes in the House, and personal estimates of the more promi- 
nent speakers. Less valuable and scholarly than Follett’s 
Speaker of the House of Representatives (in A.L.A. Catalog), 
but covers a later period and is better adapted for public 
library use.

A feature that the busy person will especially appreciate is 
the inclusion in the main paging of all the lists that in for- 
mer editions have been relegated to the end, with the excep- 
tion of the gazetteer and biographical index. Another inno- 
vation that will prove to be a convenience, though it seems 
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cumbersome and detracts from the appearance of the page, 
is the grouping of obsolete and unfamiliar words and 
the material formerly contained in the special lists into a 
second alphabet, which is placed in smaller type at the bot- 
tom of each page. This arrangement not only reduces the | 
bulk of the work but relieves the main alphabet of a great 
deal of material that is not only irrelevant in the ordinary 
use of a dictionary but. hinders quick reference. The edi- 
tors’ attitude toward spelling is conservative and toward slang 
liberal, on the principle that a dictionary should chronicle, 
not dictate usage. The work on synonyms is very thorough 
and satisfactory. There are 6000 illustrations.
